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“TI tried to sabotage the ... test” — The Mole, Stone Stanley Entertainment, 2001. 


An applied example of dynamics referred to previously.’ We look at a reality TV show, “The Mole,” 
a social experiment’ which places pre-screened persons in a situation where the purpose of the 
Subjects is to identify a saboteur within the group; thwarting goal attainment.’ 


The players are generally in their early 30’s, with the exception of two controls,* a former police 
officer, and former Peace Corps volunteer,’ who have been previously screened using 2" generation 
Human Resources technology.° 


This experimental situation forwards [next generation] goals of the MHCHAOS program,’ a 
domestic deployment of Political Warfare programs authorized pursuant to National Security Action 
Memos authorizing use of Covert Operations during peacetime, against American Political 
Dissidents; under an ambit of counterinsurgency warfare designed to defeat Global Communism.?®

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These prototype (rear-warfare,) social cleansing [pseudo-eugenics,] programs, were 
deployed globally by the Department of Homeland Security after the attacks of 11 September 2001; 
by the same political regime which authorized the MHCHAOS program in the 1970’s. This 
“transition to socialism,”° also occurred in Chile, with the CIA sponsored Coup that took out the 
democratically elected government of Salvadore Allende, sponsored by Abt Associates, Serious 
Gaming, COIN models."° 


These models replace Free, Democratic societies with Planned Economies. 





As noted in BP-008-A, we seek to answer a few questions, in this example, #3, (in addition to #2;) 
“What kind of social norms, or structure permit such human rights abuses to occur?” 


Bronx Project [BP-008]: 
1) What is Enhanced Interrogation (Clean Torture,) how is it accomplished, what are it’s goals? 
2) What drives perpetrators, and defines victims of torture? 


3) As a matter of Political Science, what kind of social norms, or structure permits such human rights 
abuses to occur?! 


We also look at several typological markers, applicable in this example.

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“Kathryn” is revealed in SO1E09 to be the “Mole.” She claims her primary difficulty was deception. 
Note ideomotor behavior throughout, which may be an indicator. She also demonstrates potential 
egocentric (or vulnerable, narcissistic) traits, [as revealed by the shows producers,] when they 
demonstrate statements such as “It was harder for me.” 


It is also stated her perception of the experiment, (demand characteristic,)'? “but my job was to 
make them lose,””’ (as a Destructive Obedience; and good participant role.)

This deception may also be indicated by Concealed Information & Guilty Knowledge tests,’ it is 
notable the former [elder,] police officer identified her immediately; likely on a basis of exhibiting 
deception. 


Other participants included an [allocentric] Hispanic male, with 11 siblings; (and others which may 
possess various traits of varying field dependence, such as an artist.) 

It is stated the winning strategy, (as stated by “Steve,”) was to “flirt,” “schmooze,” and “get close,” 
to others in order to gain information; however it should be noted that the producers introduce 
various misdirecting cues to participants, to distort their perception of the Experimenter’s purpose 
of the test, (demand characteristic.)"° 


Landmark Education"® utilizes similar dynamics seen in S01E01 of The Mole, eg. during the post- 
dinner outing, in Paris. Such dynamics are common after Landmark Forum sessions which occur in 
large cities, wherein it is commonplace for members of the session to go out for a meal afterwards 
and discuss their experience.'’ These types of attachment behavior activities are often a motivator 
for participation in the relatively expensive sessions. 


It may appear that “Katheryn” has high degree of ego-strength, and good object relations, which 
may have led to her selection as the “Mole.” 


Although our view of this program is circumstantial, rather than transparent and objective, it 
provides am amusing case-study for students interested in these procedures, techniques, methods, 
and applied deployment. It utilizes the cover of a TV program to engage in a social experiment, 
portions of which take place off U.S. soil. 


As an aside, there appears to be a high-degree of in-group cohesion, and identity overall; 
particularly in historic context of the program having been filmed twenty years ago. This may stand 
in contrast to the present highly polarized’® state of the American Polity, post “New American,” 
immigration policies proposed and introduced after 1997; in addition to occurrences, and social 
circumstances after 11 September 2001." 


One also might note Stimulus Stimulus Pairing,”’ (referent shift) when the Mole states “...like Br'er 
Rabbit,”*' “was able to get secret information to aggressors,” as a matter of memory schemata, or 
behavior under trance / ideologically motivated antisocial behavior.
